Editor Reg ister: 
In answer to your req uest that 
we define what is meant by the 
words “Give us this day our daily 
bread” as found in the Philosophy 
of Christianity, we sug g est the 
following explanation. 
Certainly, Jesus did not mean 
to infer in his model prayer that 
the world owed man a living . 
Neither that he could 
expect 
something from the Infinite with­ 
out making a contribution of la­ 
bor upon which he could merit 
an answer to the req uest. Nor 
that the ideal social order was 
that of a laborless world. Nature 
in the raw is a • poor provider, 
but when man works in harmony 
with it, and direct natural forces 
into a specific channel by g iving 
it a sample of what he would like 
to receive, then he can expect an 
abundant answer. We cannot ex­ 
pect an intellig ent harvest until 
we first illustrate to Nature what 
we wish in return. Yet, however 
true this may be, we are still pa­ 
g an enoug h to believe the world 
owes us a living . 
We shall have to study deeper 


I into the Philosophy of Christian­ 
ity to find a more comprehensive 
answer. We must not expect to 
build an economic principle upon 
a sing le statem ent, and 
g libly 
say—“That is w hat the 
Bible 
teaches.” Perhaps the Bible said 
something 
else 
which 
q ualified 
the statem ent. W*e mig ht even 
discover we had taken the sen­ 
tence out of its proper setting in 
the parag raph. The phrase “Give 
us th:s day our daily bread” pre-i 
supposes that we have fulfilled 
the primary condition “Give and 
it shall be g iven unto you.” This 
means, we must first do some­ 
thing as the basis for expecting 
an answer. The next Sentence in 
the Lord’s prayer will prove this 
to be the 
true 
interpretation, 
namely, "Forg ive us our sins, be­ 
cause we have already forg iven 
those who sinned 
ag ainst 
us.” 
This was a demand that God be 
as kind and forg iving as we had 
been. In other words, we must 
show the Infinite what we expect 
from him. We must plant what 
we expect to reap. We must put 
into practice the thing s we ex­ 
pect to harvest. This implies that 
no person can intellig ently make 
a demand and expect an answer 
unless he hais first fulfilled the 
conditions. It is apparent, there­ 
fore, th at we are emphasizing a 
pag an philosophy when we ex­ 
pect a wet nurse policy from the 
national g overnment or divinity. 
Prof. Heiary C. Link 
in 
his 
book “The Rediscovery of Man” 
wisely states: 
“By substituting 
social paternalism for 
personal 
responsibility, g overnmental sub­ 
sidies for private initiative, the 
principle 
of 
redistribution 
of 
wealth 
for 
that 
of 
creating 
wealth, the personalities of 
the 
multitudes ’are undermined. In­ 
creasing ly this mistaken concept 
creates individuals who are de­ 
pendent upon society rather than 
on themselves. The inevitable re­ 
sult is spineless characters, and 
puny personalities.” 
“No decent society will allow 
its people to starve, but the be­ 
lief that society owes every per­ 
son a job, or the opportunity to 
work will not only ruin the in­ 
dividual who holds it, but the 
society which acts on it as well. 
The individual who accepts this 
belief is like an adult child who 
continues to live on a benevolent 
family. His economic security is 
boug ht at the price of emotional 
and intellectual integ rity. 
The 
long er his family supports him, 
the long er he waits for a suitable 
opportunity to arise, the less he 
is fitted to g o out and 
create 
one.” 
“A nation which promises to 
support its citizens automatically, 
and which encourag es them 
to 
wait for the jobs to which they 
have a rig ht, will find its popu­ 
lation increasing ly unfit either to 
g et or to hold jobs.” 
“Jobs do not exist by rig ht or 
by principle, but only as the ef­ 
fective personalities create them. 
They cannot be made artificially 
by business at larg e, nor g uar­ 
anteed by labor unions. Not even 
a g overnment can create jobs for 
long except under certain condi­ 
tions. In a dictatorship or under 
* ascism jobs can be 
g iven to 
every worker. 
But when the 
workers become the slaves of the 
state, they must take the jobs 
assig ned to them, tog ether with 
tho hours, the conditions, and the 
wag es which g o with them.”

The audience rose and g ave her 
a tremendous ovation.

amendments to the Social Secur­ 
ity Act, in order to head off the 
Townsend and other “funny mon­ 
ey” pension schemes.

Note — Privately the b o a r d 
blames members of the Social Se­ 
curity policy committee for the 
delay. 
Copies were sent to the 
committee for sug g estions, 
and 
they made so many that the board 
says it would have taken a year 
to act on them.

A Red and Smelly Herring

The public debt will have reached 
*uch a heig ht, by the end of the fiscal 
year 1939-40, that increasing ly vig or­ 
ous efforts may be expected from the 
defenders of 
the spending 
policy to mini­ 
mize its sig nifi­ 
cance. T h e in­ 
dicated line of 
defense will be 
that the federal 
borrowing h as 
created a s s e t 
values which 
balance and 
s us t a i n and 
justify the debt 
liabilities. Mr. 
Eccles’ letter to 
Senator B yr d 
was but a be­ 
g inning of this 
campaig n. The President’s budg et 
messag e advanced it farther, and 
there will be other defensive elabora­ 
tion of this doctrine as the borrowing 
proceeds to still hig her levels. 
In the Eccles letter, it was implied 
that there is no necessity of redeem­ 
ing the public debt. Any such idea re­ 
flects, Mr. Eccles said, “a misunder­ 
standing of the fundamental nature of 
our capitalistic economy. 
DeDts and 
oblig ations of various kinds are but 
the other side of investment, and if 
we ever triec’ to liq uidate the whole 
amount of them, or even any substan­ 
tial fraction, we would precipitate a 
crisis so severe that g eneral economic 
paralysis would result.” 
That is. since all debts cannot be 
repaid at one time, there is no point 
in repaying any of them. This reason­ 
ing parallels that used in 1934 to sus­ 
tain repudiation of the g old clause. 
The volume of debt oblig ations con­ 
taining a g old payment clause was so 
g reatly in excess of the supply of g old, 
it was aid, that there was simply no 
P°,iat, t0 allowing any one to demand 
fulfillment of such an oblig ation. 
It is exceeding ly strang e that a 
banker, of all people, should be con­ 
fused by the elementary difference 
between repaying a loan by install­ 
ments and the repayment of an entire 
mass of debt in one operation. No one 
of the critics of increased federal debt 
has ever supposed that the whole 
public debt could be liq uidated in one 


transactio n, or in o ne y ear, or In 
twenty y ears. AU that these critics 
hav e asked is that further bo rro wing 
be sto pped and a beg inning o f debt 
reductio n be made. There is no thing 
in this to bring o n a crisis o r to cause 
eco no mic paraly sis. If. by steady w hit­ 
tling away at the federal debt, it 
sho uld all be redeemed, there wo uld 
be no thing in the pro cess, as such, to 
pro duce eco no mic paraly sis. On the 
co ntrary , the reductio n o f tax es and 
the assurance o f mo netary and finan­ 
cial stability that wo uld be g enerated 
wo uld be such a po werful stim ulus 
to eco no mic activ ity 
as to make g o v ­ 
ernm ent deficit spending seem, by 
co mpariso n, a kind of eco no mic pa­ 
raly sis. 
There is a plentiful supply of red 
herring s for this trail. The idea that 
public and private debts resemble 
each other, as to the character of 
their respective supporting assets, is 
a particularly red and smelly her­ 
ring . A private debt represents funds 
spent by the borrower for eq uipm ent 
that will aid in producing saleable 
g oods or services, and thus in earning 
cash receipts that will carry the deb t 
The vast proportion of public debts 
are not self-liq uidating in this sense. 
It is said that a private debt need not 
be repaid for it represents a perm a­ 
nent capital inv estm ent Yet the pri­ 
vate borrower cannot escape the 
basic principle of debt redemption 
within the reasonable useful life of 
the improvement. He does, in fact, 
meet his bond m aturities: and if he’ 
does this throug h fresh or refunding 
loans, it is because he is able, by 
charg es ag ainst g ross income for 
maintenance, depreciation and ob­ 
solescence. to extend indefinitely the 
useful life of the improvem ent 
Any private business using bor­ 
rowed funds would very q uickly ba 
in a bad way if it provided for neither 
debt amortization nor for deprecia­ 
tion of wasting assets. There i 3 noth­ 
ing in the g overnment’s borrowing 
and spending policy that even re­ 
motely corresponds with either of 
these charg es, for the sinking fund 
is neutralized 
by the unbalanced 
budg et. Therefore, by comparison 
with sound private debt manag e­ 
ment. the g overnment’s debt policy 
Is one of "throwing the taxpayer» ' 
money out of the window."
